posal is inequitable, removing a burden 
rom the well-to-do to those less able to bear 
it. Now, however, he has made a new dis- 
covery—that income tax is, in fact, handed on 
to the consumer. On that may I ask one 
guí If the tax is abolished, what 
ividend will shareholders in Irish companies 
get? Will they get the same gross dividend 


as at preseht (i.c., dividend as if is before 


the tax is deducted), or will they get it minus 
the amount previously paid in income tax?

second criticism is that the is 
fmpracticable. We have never yet been told 
how the three and a half to four million in- 
volved is to be made up by the Exchequer. 
There are only three possible courses open— 

(a) Savings in expenditure. There is general 
agreement that this can cover only a small 
part of the required sum. 

(b) New taxation, Hints have been given 
of increased Customs duties, luxury taxes, a 
house tax. It is incumbent on the promoters 
of the plan to say definitely what they pro- 
pose, so that we may judge whether these 
new taxes would really be preferable to 
imcome tax. 

(c) Borrowing. This is the most popular 
suggestion, and, indeed, there is general 
assent to the proposition that the Government 
should raise a fresh loan. If our burden of 
taxation is heavy, our national burden of 
debt is extremely light. 

External debt we have none; internal debt 
is approximately half of a single year’s 
revenue, There is scarcely a country in the 
world which can show so small a proportion. 
There are very strong reasons for meeting by 
loan both. extraordinary expenditure caused 
by the destruction of 1921-2 and money re- 
quired for productive purposes, such as the 
Shannon scheme and housing. But this is 
very different from the proposal to nfeet by a 
loan annual deficits in the norma] Budget. 
A man may be wise to borrow money in 
order to rebuild his house after a fire or to 
make an extension to his house, but if he 
borrows each year in order to make both 
ends meet we know where he is heading. 

Argument against the abolition of income 
tax as unjust and unsound is not to be taken 
as argument against tax-reduction. Reduction 
is imperative and ought to be substantial. A 
sixpence this year, coupled with a vague hope 
of a further sixpence next year, will not meet 
the case; after years of hard labour the 
country needs a | “cc and dramatic raising 
of the burden. Abolition of corporation profits 
tax, one and sixpence off income tax, reduc- 
tions on tea and sugar and on posta! rates— 
something on that scale is required, together 
with a new loan, which will then become easy 
to raise. 

The constituencies haye just given the 
Government a fine vote of confidence. In 
reality they have voted for peace and 
prosperity. The next -— to peace and 
prosperity rests with Mr. Blythe more than 
any other man.— Yours, etc., 
Botton C. Water.

: The Elections. 


- The Free State Government has every 
reason to be satisfied with the results of 
the nine by-elections which have just been 
decided. The formation of the so-called 
“Nation?! Group ” deprived the Ministry 
of nine supporte:3, but now it has re- 
captured seven of the seats which were 
vacated by the wholesale resignation of 
this group, to the political career of which 
th. electorate has put a decisive and 
salutary end. Its only representative who 
stood for re-election was returned at the 
bottom of the poll in North Dublin, and 
we hope that his crushing defeat will be 
a lesson to every purely disruptive element. 
present and future, in the Free State. 
These nine by-elections were forced on the 
country by the “National Group.” Their 
issue proves that the Irish people are tired 
of malcontents of all kinds, and that 
politicians who ch lenge the Government's 
policy, without being in a position to offer 
a reasonable alternative, no longer have 
any hope of success at the polls. South 
Dublin, Carlow-Kilkenny, North Mayo, 
Roscommon and Cavan have returned 
Government candidates with comfortable 
majorities. "The loss of one seat in Sligo- 
Leitrim was ineyitable in view of the 


stituency, and the return of one Re- 
publican in North [Dublin was due to the 
very thorough organisation of the Anti- 
Treaty Party. The South Dublin result 
was particularly gratifying. Dr. Hennessy 
was returned with a ten thousand majority 
for a constituency which at the last by- 
election elected a Republican, and he 
polled eight thousand votes more than the 
Cumann na nGaedheal candidate who was 
defeated on that occasion. 

The elections have proved one thing 
beyond doubt. The Government can rely 
on the support of intelligent voters 
throughout the country when it,offers a 
candidate in whom they can have con- 
fidence. The business community of 
Dublin, for instance, voted on this occa- 


of substance and responsibility. The purely 
“party” candidate never can hope to 
attract the } .siness men’s votes, and we 
hope that the Government will bear this 
fact in mind for future reference. We 
are glad that the Dublin divisions pro- 
duced such comparatively large polls, 
because it -is evident that people who 
previously have not taken the trouble to 
cast their votes are beginning at last to 
take an interest in their Parliamentary 
representation. “That is all to the good. 
Former stereotyped lines of demarcation 
are disappearing, and the Free State is 
developing towards a healthy political 
being in which all good citizens will have 
a share Cumann na nGaedheal has 
broken away from the bad, old system 
of selecting candidates solely on the basis 
of their previous “‘records.”” It seems to 
have recognised the fact that the Free 
State cannot be governed exclusively by 
men who happen to have taken part in 
the 1916 Rebellion, and by widening its 
political: foundations it has done good 
service to itself and to the country. The 
Republican challenge to the State has 
been scotched by these elections; but it

tion, Commercial interests at last have 
begun to assert themselves, and in the 
entente between the Chambers of Commerce 
of Cork and Dublin the Government must 
recognise a very formidable force. The 
vital problems of State are being sub- 
jected now to a keen criticism which is 
refreshingly free from party-political bias. 
Finance is beginning to compel the atten- 
tion of the man in the street, and the 
frothy rhetoric of the hustings is being 
relegated to its proper place in the 
national scheme of things. In. a word, 
the Free State is becoming normal. 
Whether or not one agrees with Cork’s 
proposal to abolish internal income tax, 
there is no doubt that its dramatic inter- 
vention in national affairs has produced 
some excellent results. It has convinced 
the public that no one party, or set of 
parties, has a monopoly of political in- 
telligence, and has opened up interesting 
and important possibilities for the future 
of the Free State. The business com- 


munity—and irom this category the 
farmers cannot be excluded—is the 
backbone of the nation; henceforward 


no Government can afford to leave it 
out of its reckonings. The country 
has given the Government a fresh 
mandate; but that mandate is not carte 
blanche. The electorate demands lower 
taxes, and demands, furthermore, that 
what is given with one hand shal] not 
be taken away with the other. A dron án 
income tax, for example, would be useless 
if it should be accompanied by new import 
duties. The relief from taxation must be 
absulute. To se...e that relief the seven 
Gcvernment candidates have been sent to 
Leinster House. 


A Lost Opportunity. 


Yesterday the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce announced in Ddil LKtreann 
that the Irish Free State would not be 
represented at the Impevial Exhibition 
at Wembley this year. Mr. McGilligan 
said that persons who had been con- 


sulted as possible exhibitors showed little 
or no desire to participate. We wonder 
whether the Ministry, in issuing invita- 
tions, itself showed enthusiasm for the 
project, and we would like.to hear from 
the Minister what was the scope of his 
inquiry. We invite business men to con- 


standing aloof from that great demonstra- 
tion of the Commonwealth’s resources. 
Last year some eight million persons 
visited the Exhibition, many of them pay- 
ing repeated visits. This year it is hoped 
to attract yet greater numbers, including, 
in fact, every soul in these islands capable 
of making the journey. Thus a demon- 
stration of our products at, Wembley 
would carry knowledge of them into every 
Eritish home. Every commercial man in 
Britain, and thousands from overseas, will 
attend the Exhibition in order to make 
an intensive study of the goods displayed 
and the services offered; so that our pro- 
ducers would enjoy, not merely an unsur- 
passable general advertisement, but a 
unique opportunity to open business con- 
nections. These advantages are realised 
to the full by Dominions which are our 
friendly competitors, Canada and New 
Zealand are enlarging their displays, and 
count on gaining yet greater benefits than 
they derived last year. One Canadian 
@ried milk dealer sold the whole of his 
output to a British firm in a single 


order. Agents sent touring the whole 
of Great Britain could not reach 
the business men of the land one 


half so effectively as representatives at 
Wembley, where British business men are 
mobilised and can be shown, not merely 
samples from a traveller’s bag, but large 
and impressive exhibits. The fine pavilion 
occupied last year by the Burmese could be 
rented this year by the Free State, so that 
no large Government expenditure would te 
necessary in providing a home for the 
display; and if this were taken it would 
be possible for Irish agriculture in all its 
phases, and our not quite inconsiderable 
industries, to set before the eyes of 
Britain’s people, and to expound in detail 
to all her business men, their produce, its 
merits and attractiveness. The beauties 
of our country, and its charm for sports- 
men and tourists, might be demonstrated 
so effectively as to bring to our shores 
hosts of the British and foreign visitors 
to Wembley. Our credit would be raised ; 
capital would be attracted, and benefits 
would be derived within a year or two 
of the, demonstration which otherwise 
may not be reaped for decades. We 
repeat what we have said before—that if 
Denmark, or any other of our foreigh 
rivals in commerce and industry, were 
offered permission to set up an exhibit at 
Wembley, the offer would be seized upon 
instantly and with enthusiasm. .It is our 
privilege that a welcome waits us at 
Wembley, while the door is shut on our 
principal competitors in the British 
market. Are we to throw away this rare 
opportunity to assert our interests? If so, 
we do not deserve to prosper.

Our Lifeboats. 


Last year, being the hundredth since tne 
foundation of the Royal National Life- 
boat Institution, was a year of special 
endeavour for supporters of that noble 
charity. Throughout the world interest 
was displayed in the Institution’s work, 
and from the Gold Coast—where echoes of 
its good deeds had awakened appreciation 
—a Mr. Quanoah wrote asking to be sent 
by return ‘‘ complete cost for subscription 
to enable him to subscribe to same. 
Nobody,’’ the letter said, “ has ever sub- 
scribed same before, neither has come 
across your name and address in any news- 
paper than myself.” Such sympathy, 
quaintly expressed, is not less encouraging 
to well-doers than the gifts of the rich. 
In The Lifeboat we read tke heroic story 
of a year’s gallantry. Last year, although 
so wet, saw few storms until the December 
gales; yet in this comparatively calm 
period the lifeboats were required to go 
out 227 times, and to them 349 men and 
women owe their lives. The Institute also 
gave rewards for the rescue of 105 lives in 
other ways, so that for a year nine souls 
a week were rescued from shipwreck around 
the coasts of these islands. In the 
hundred years which closed on the last day 
of December, 59,998 lives were saved; and 
on January Ist the figure 60,000 was 
passed owing to the rescue of ten men by 
the Tenby motor lifeboat. Thus, year in 
year out, mercy stands vigilant along the 
battered island shores; and every week 
rugged old salts go forth through boiling 
waters in the Institution’s boats to bring

SUMMER TIME. BILL.

In the case of the Dublin Distillers Co., 
Ltd., v. the Dublin Corporation, which was 
listed on motion, Mr. H. Wilson, K.C., with 
whom. was Mr.. Moloney (instricted by 
Messrs, D. and T. Fitzgerald), applied on 
behalf of the plaintiffs for confirmation of an 
interlocutory injunction -which was granted 
on the 5th inst., restraining the defendants, 
their servants and agents, from entering and 
trespassing on the plaintiffs’ lands.at Marrow- 
bone lane, and, in particular, from interfering 
with the plaintiffs’ rights as riparian ownets 
over a natural stream or water-course flowing 
through the plaintiffs’ lands. 
Counsel said that if this case went on the 
plaintiffs would want a mandatory injunction 
to compel the defendants to take away the 
works that they had put up. Their conten- 
tion was that the water-course in question 
was never a sewer. On the 19th February 
the defendants entered on the ‘plaintiffs’ Iands 
without any nótice, good, bad or indifferent, 
and brought material on the Jand. The plain- 
tiffs wrote to the defendants, and on the 20th 
February the defendants wrote to the plain- 
tiffs for permission to enter. .The plaintiffs 
refused the defendants permission to enter the 
lands, but the defendants hurried on with the 
work with all the speed that they could, and 
went on with the’ work for two or three hours 
after they were served with the notice. of 
injunction.
